identified federal candidates, this amount should be disclosed on Schedules
B, E or F supporting Lines 23, 24 or 25 and include the amount, name,
address and office sought by each candidate. 11 CFR §§104.3(b) and 106.1

Please note, you will not receive an additional notice from the Commission on
this matter. Adequate responses received on or before this date will be taken into
consideration in determining whether audit action will be initiated. Requests for

" extensions of time in which to respond will not be considered. Failure to provide an

adequate response by this date may result in an audit of the committee.
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Failure to comply with the provisions of the Act may also result in an enforcement
action against the committee. Any response submitted by your committee will be placed
on the public record and will be considered by the Commission prior to taking
enforcement action.
